County Radical Legislation. 


The honest. intelligent, unprejudiced, eco- 
nomical and thoroughly loyal gentlemen 
who compose the Board of Supervisors of 
Plumas county, met at the Court House on 
Monday last, were in session a portion of 
three days, and adjourned en Wednesday. 
Mr. True, the new Supervisor arrived in town 
on ‘Sunday, and was ready to commence 
work early on Monday morning, but Miller 
und Gilbart, who are older hangs at the 
business and have learned a trick or two, 
knew that the county was able to pay them 
their mileage, and also for the time occupied 
in traveling to the county seat, did not leave 
the vicinity of their homes until Monday 
morning. As Miller has some thirty miles 
te travel to reach Quincy, it can be very 
easily seen how much of the day he would 
have to devote to. business, after his arrival 
in Quincy. The county is rich and the tax- 
payers de not complain, —therefore we do 
not blame them for making everything 
count. In another columa we publish their 
ptoceedings, and in this article we intend to 
give other of their ‘proceedings, which de 
not appear in the published report, for the 
purpose of showing how radical legislation 
works in our County Congress.

‘Indigent Sick Fund amounted to nearly 
$500. The indebtedness ef that Fund at 
the end of the last quarter was $735, besides 
interest, making the actual indebtedness of 
the fund at the present time about 61,200. 
In view of these facts, the Board=authorized. 
the Clerk to correspond with the County: 
Physician of Butte, and ascertain on what 
terms the Indigent Sick of this county 
could be kept and cared for in the Butte 
ceunty Hospital. If they had advertased ‘to 
receive bids from our citizens for the keep- 
ing of the Indigent Sick of the county, and 
compared the bids received. with those of 
Butte, and given the contract to the lowest 
and best bidder, it would, in our opinion, 
have sa vored more strongly of a fair business 
like operation; but the Board were doubtless 
afraid that some Democrat would send in 
a bid which they would be compelled to ac- 
cept, and then a Democrat would be entitled 
te receive a share of the county funds. Such 
astate of affairs should not be allowed; 
hence ne chance must be given for competi- 
tien. 

The best joke on the funds in the county 
treasury, was the allowance to A. Miller, the 
Chairman of the Board, of $25, for number- 
ing 3000 road poll tax receipts, (nearly acent 
apiece,) when the truth is, Miller never 
touched a pen to a single one of the receipts. 
The bill was scorn to us just and correct. The 
law requires the Chairman of the Board to 
sign and number the receipts, but Miller's 
name was printed in them when they were 
first printed. Last year the Chairman of the 
Board complied with the law, and signed 
his name to and numbered the receipts, for 
which he was illegally allowed forty cents | 
per folio, whereas he was only entitled to 
his per diem; but Miller had a better paying 
thing than that, for he allowed to himself 
more than one-half as much as was allowed 
last year, when the work performed by Ford 
was five times greater than that of number- 
ing the receipts, provided Miller had done 
it. But the county is rich, the tax-payers 
do not complain, and every thing is lovely. 

In the appointment of Road Overseers, the 
appointments were all given to their party 
friends. Of that, no one can complain, so 
long as they are all good men and fitted for 
the position, but in the American Valley 
district they appointed J. W. Duesler, as 
Overseer. Personally, we have no fault to 
find with “Jim.” We would as soon see 
him have the position as any one. That he 
was entitled to the position, no one can 
deny, for there is not a better, more pese- 
vering worker for the best interests of the 
Radical party in Plumas county, than Dues- 
ler, and none that can pull the wires more 
scientifically, but unfortunately, he is a 
cripple. He can not walk without the aid 
of crutches, and in this District, where the 
ameunt collected for road purposes is so 
| small, it seems to us that as a matter of

An erder appears in the proceedings 
changing the polling place ef Rush Creek 
precinct.

the Board that if he did the printing they 
would only have to pay kim a “reasonable 
price,” and that he did not want to make 
uny bids. ‘Reasonable price,” indeed! 
When the county is charged $125 for job 
work which we would not have the face, 
(and we are not noted for modesty in that 
line) to charge a private individual more 
than $25 for, and which if sent below and 
printed, could be had for less than $20.— 
Reasonable prices to allow any paper, when 
their are two offices in the same place, 83 
per square for printing by the year. 

The Board ordered the Clerk to pro- 
cure the necessary blanks, and have 
the printing required under the Re zistry 
Law dene where he chose. At the rate of 
charges adopted by the National office for 
county printing, as established in the bill 
alluwed at the last meeting of the Board, 
it will cost the county over $600 for printing 
during the next three or four months. The
